The Committee to Report Income 
i Tax Bill to the House. 



A Motion Will Do Made to Incorporat* 
It In the Wilson Bill.

Washington, .Tan. 20— Representa- 
tive Hryan, a member of the ways and 
means committee, who, with Repre- 
sentative MoMiliin, has been most 
earnest in advocacy of the income tax, 
said Friday afternoon that it was the 
intention of the committee to report 
the bill levying an income tax to the 
house Saturday. A meeting of the en- 
tire committee waa called for Friday 
morning-, but when the republican 
members came to the committee room 
^.they were calmly notified by Chairman 
Wilson that the majority members had 
not yet definitely decided on every de- 
tail of the bill for raising revenue by 
Internal taxation, and tho meeting 
therefore would be postponed. 

There is no disposition to hurry the In- 
terjection of an income tax discussion 
into the tariff debate, but In view of 
the fact that the sugar schedule al 
present bids fair to meet with radical 
amendments before the Wilson bill is 
Anally adopted, and as the deficiency 
to bo created by the Wilson bill is 
largely dependent upon the final ad- 
justment of the sugar schedule, there 
is a feeling among the members of the 
ways and means committee that it will 
be wisdom to Introduce early as possi- 
plo whatever measures the committee 
has devisod for the purpose of raising 
revenues to meet the deficiency. 

There is a probability, amounting al- 
most to a certainty, that in spite of 
every effort on the part of tho man- 
agers of the house to prevent it, a mo 
tiam will be mad" by some prominent 
democrat to Incorporate the income 
tux bill into tho Wilson bilL This mo- 
tion will receive the support of nearly 
every one ot the ninety republicans in 
the house, and consequently will stand 
some chance of success. 

It is difficult to f<rrm any est 
to the final fate of the income tax bill 
In the house, though the support fit 
the committee by the majority of demo- 
crats on every test question that has 
developed during the debate on the 
amendments this week, would seem to 
Indicate that Chairman Wilson 
muin maiiter of the situation until the 
final vote is taken. Certainly any plot 
to defeat the income tax in the house 
by incorporating it in the Wilson bill 
will fail, because the Wilson bill will 



down with objectionable fea- 
tures. 

The opponents of the income tns 
know that it will be promptly aban- 
doned when it roaches the senate 
finance committee, cither as au inde- 
pendent measure or as an amendment 
to tho Wilson bill, and there is there- 
fore no disposition to make wider, by 
too savage opposition to the income 
tax. the breach that already exists in 
the ranks of the democratic party in 
the house. 

A democratic senator, who discussed 
the subject Friday afternoon, and 
whose long service and high standing 
in the party make him an authority 
matters affecting the policy democn 
in the senate, said: 

"The income tax is not worthy of 
I serious discussion, whether it passes 
I the house or not As for the Wilson 
I bill, Its career will end when the house 
I adopts it, one week from next Monday. 
I The bill. that we will pass in the senate

I son will never recognize it. There was

! A new constitution is all ready to be 
promulgated at the proper time. For 
some time past and prior to Mr. Thurs- 
ton's visit the government has been 
working out a form of constitution 
for nn independent Hawaiian re- 
public, which is now subtantially 
settled upon. Its form is like tho con- 
stitutions of the states of the union, 
with president and vice-president and 
upper and lower houses of legislature. 
For voters for members ef the lower 
house, tho chief qualification is the 
ability to read and write tho English 
language, which will exclude most of 
the Japanese. In this house the native 
and half- white vote will greatly pre- 
dominate For the upper house will 
be required in voters u considerable ed- 
ucational and a property qualification, 
sufficient to secure the predominance 
of intelligent white citizens, who will 
also control the choice of the executive. 

Certain speciul powers will be con- 
ferred upon the executive and the up- 
per house acting in concert, 
which will enable them, when 
ogreed, to prevent obstruction of nec- 
essary legislotion by the lower house 
Under this constitution the native ele- 
ment will possess all the share in legi; 
lation it has ever possessed, while the 
royal and executive power will prac- 
tically by transferred to the control of 
the more intelligent and capable white 
population. 

The government will not proclaim 
this constitution until after learning 
from Minister Thurston that there is 
no present prospect of any form of 
political union with the United States. 
There is no doubt whatever that such 
a constitution will lie heartily approv- 
ed by the rank and file of the sup- 
porters of tho provisional govern- 
ment, who will gladly forego I 
voting privileges in order to secure 
result for which they have for a year 
faced bo much danger together. To 
make the right of sufl'ruge unlimited 
would lie simply to throw away all 
they have worked for. No constitu- 
tion in Hawaii has ever been submitted 
to a vote of the people, but simply pro- 
claimed by the executive authority, 
which precedent is likely to be foi-
